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MUSIC. 

Its  Form  snd  Conditions. 

Written  expressly  for  the  Journal  by  H.  Clay  Wysham 
(Contiuued  from  last  issue.) 

The  theory  that  music  derives  its  origin 
from  the  outward  sounds  of  nature,  is  only  fit 
for  poets  and  lovers  to  indulge.  History  as 
well  as  common  sense  prove  the  folly  of  such 
a  proposition.  The  savage  has  never  been  dis- 
posed to  musical  utterances  by  the  singing  of 
birds,  the  rippling  of  brooks,  or  the  murmurs 
of  winds.  His  music,  when  he  has  any,  is 
mere  noise,  not  deducible  by  any  stretch  of 
the  imagination  from  such  sounds.  Nay,  if 
we  search  the  works  of  the  earliest  composers, 
we  find  not  the  slightest  evidence  of  their  hav- 
ing been  inspired  by  outward  agencies — they 
have  but  deciphered  what  was  written  within. 
Not  until  the  art  stood  upon  its  own  indepen- 
dent foundations,  does  it  appear  that  any  mu- 
sician ever  thought  of  turning  such  nat- 
ural sounds  to  account.  And — even  with 
Beethoven's  exquisite  Pastoral  Symphony 
with  its  plaintive  clarinet  cuckoo  ringing  in 
our  ears — we  should  say  that  no  composition 
could  be  of  a  high  class  in  which  these  sounds 
were  conspicuous. 

The  connection  between  sound  and  numbers 
is  another  fact  which  is  at  once  marvelous, 
and  invests  music  with  the  highest  dignity. 
Far  from  being  a  frivolous  art,  meant  only  for 
pastime  and  idle  amusement,  it  would  seem  to 
be  of  that  importance  to  mankind,  that  we 
are  expressly  furnished  with  a  double  means 
of  testing  its  truth.  The  simple  instinct  of  a 
correct  ear  and  the  closest  calculations  of  a 
mathematician,  give  the  same  verdict.  Science 
proves  what  the  ear  detects. 

The  natural  history  of  music,  too,  is  full  of 
wonders.  It  is  as  if  the  Giver  of  all  good  gifts 
had  presided  over  this  with  especial  love  and 
tenderness,  fencing  it  round  with  every  possible 
natural  security  for  its  safe  and  sure  develop- 


ment. The  sense  of  time,  which  is  music's 
first  law,  is  alone  a  marvelous  guarantee.  It  is 
the  first  condition  of  musical  being — a  natural 
regularity,  which  we  can  only  bear  to  hear 
transgressed  from  the  pleasurable  suspense  in 
which  the  mind  is  kept  for  its  return.  But  the 
true  timist  is  time  all  over;  mark  the  orches- 
tral conductor  with  his  little  magic  wand  by 
which  he  communicates  to  hundreds  of  per- 
formers the  electric  fluid  of  true  musical  mea- 
sure, and  by  which  the  fleeting  and  slippery 
particles  of  sound  seem  knit  together  for  ac- 
tion. 

And  then  the  readiness  with  which  the  mem- 
ory lends  itself  to  the  service  of  music,  is  an- 
other phenomenon  peculiar  to  her.  What  a 
paradox  it  is,  that  what  the  mind  receives  with 
the  most  passivity,  it  retains  with  the  most 
fidelity,  laying  up  the  choicest  morsels  of  mu- 
sical thought,  and  often,  too,  meaningless  bits 
of  trashy  tunes,  to  be  ready  at  any  moment  for 
spontaneous  reproduction?  For  not  even  the 
exertion  of  the  will  is  requisite — a  thought,  a 
suggestion,  a  scene,  a  scent,  nay,  the  slightest 
breath  of  a  hint,  often  from  some  remote  and 
unrecognized  cause,  the  exquisitely  sensitive 
strings  of  musical  memory  are  set  vibrating, 
and  the  emotions  that  have  laid  buried  for 
years,  will  come  back  with  a  melody.  Pic- 
tures, poetry,  loves,  hatreds,  friendships,  and 
promises,  of  course,  are  all  more  fleeting  than 
tunes.  The  associations  of  these  with  the 
hallowed  years  in  the  old  homestead  are  pre- 
cious beyond  the  power  of  language  to  express. 
The  mother's  love,  often  voiced  in  simple, 
sweetest  songs,  her  saintly  presence,  ever  red- 
olent with  the  perfume  of  holy  memories,  the 
sabbaths,  the  bells,  the  "home,  sweet  heme" 
all  return  in  the  train  of  some  musical  remin- 
iscence. There  is  no  such  pitiless  invoker  of 
the  ghosts  of  the  past,  no  such  merciless  tor- 
mentor of  the  conscience,  as  one  bar  of  a  mel- 
ody connected  with  sin  and  crime.

The  last  recital  of  Fuller-Blair  was  a  fair 
success.  C.  G.  Muskat,  violinist  and  Mrs.  W. 
Berry  were  the  soloists. 

A  Mr.  Uvedale,  lately  from  Denver,  gave  his 
first  serial  concert — we  hope  it  was  his  last. 

Two  performances — dished  up  in  a  musical, 
Pantomime  Hash — were  given  at  the  L.  A. 
Theatre,  in  aid  of  the  News  and  Working 
Boys'  Home.    It  netted  $22.75—!  !  ! 

The  first  concert  of  Krauss  String  Quartette 
was  not  a  success.  We  are  not  a  carping  critic, 
but  they  ought  to  get  acquainted  together  and 
have  more  rehearsals  before  they  attempt  to 
play  Beethoven's  op.

HONOLULU. 

Musical  matters  are  at  a  standstill  in  Hono- 
lulu owing  to  the  revolution.  A  few  days  before 
the  outbreak  of  the  revolution  a  new  Musical 
society  was  formed  to  be  known  as  the  "Hon- 
olulu Choral  Society.  The  officers  elected 
for  the  first  year  are:  Pres.  Rev.  Alex.  Mack- 
intosh, V.  P.  Miss  Hopper,  Sec'y  Wray  Taylor, 
Treas.  W.  E.  Brown.  The  Hawaiian  band  has 
been  giving  its  regular  concerts  and  also  play- 
ing at  the  departure  of  the  steamers. 


The  piano  and  organ  store  of  George  Wells 
at  1360  Market  street,  S.  F.,  was  burned  out 
Friday  February  22nd.  Many  valuable  in- 
struments are  either  totally  destroyed  or  dam- 
aged to  such  a  degree  by  the  intense  heat  they 
may  be  of  no  use. 


Madame  Bianchi,  a  pioneer  among  San 
Francisco  singers,  died  Friday  February  22nd 
at  the  age  of  67  years.  She  was  one  of  the 
first  to  sing  in  Italian  operas  on  this  coast  as 
far  back  as  1859.  The  Call  publishes  a  criti- 
cism from  a  paper  of  that  time  which  is  as  fol- 
lows: "The  signora's  style  is  epic.  She  hits 
the  great  points  and  leaves  you  to  feel  the 
rest.  Her  gestures  are  voluminous.  The  ten- 
der ones  are  full  of  the  last  soul  of  love;  her 
threatening  or  calamitous  ones  appalling,  there 
is  catastrophe  in  them — the  certainty  of  doom. 
Her  dresses  and  attitudes  are  perfection.  They 
are  fine — not  merely  because  they  are  classi- 
cal, but  because  the  ancients  in  the  height  and 
purity  of  their  perceptions  hit  upon  the  finest 
attitudes,  and  she  and  the  ancients  think  in 
this  matter  alike."  Mme.  Bianchi  became 
quite  a  favorite  among  the  music-loving  peo- 
ple of  this  city,  was  entertained  and  received 
by  the  400  of  Rincon  Hill.  Later  time  she  de- 
voted herself  to  vocal  instruction  and  was 
equally  as  successful  as  a  teacher. 


THE  LATEST  FAD. 

New  York  Society  at  Grand  Opera  Rehearsals. 
It  has  become  the  *  'smart' '  thing,  says  the 
New  York  Sun,  speaking  of  the  rehearsal  of 
,'Manon,"  now,  for  society  people,  particularly 
those  who  know  some  of  the  singers,  to  get 
permission  from  Maurice  Grau  to  come  to  the 
last  rehearsal.  There  were  several  parties  of 
women  in  the  opera  at  "Manon,"  most  of 
them  very  familiar  figures  through  their  regu- 
lar attendance  at  the  opera.  The  rehearsals 
are  generallv  well  attended  by  the  singers  of 
the  company  who  are  not  employed  in  the 
opera,  and  particularly  so  in  the  case  of  the 
debut  of  a  new  singer.  There  were  more 
of  the  artists  than  usual  present  on  this  occa- 
sion, interested  to  see  Miss  Sanderson,  and  as 
the  performance  progressed  comments  were 
very  freely  exchanged,  and  not  one  that  was 
heard  expressed  any  other  than  a  flattering 
opinion  of  her  work  as  it  was  revealed  at  the 
rehearsal. 
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In  Berlin,  musical  feasts  during  the  past 
month  seem  to  have  been  plentiful.  At  the 
Sing  Academie,  Mme.  Albani,  whose  singing 
was  as  delightful  as  ever,  appeared  to  large 
audiences.  Mme.  Lehman  was  also  welcomed 
by  an  immense  and  most  enthusiastic  house. 
The  "Nibelungen  Ring"  beginning  with  the 
first  of  the  four  parts,  the  Rheingold  has  had  a 
very  exquisite  setting.  The  Emperor  and 
Empress  were  always  to  be  seen  in  their  pri- 
vate box.  Patti  also  has  been  there  gaining 
new  laurels,  if  possible,  in  her  wonderful  ca- 
reer as  the  world's  greatest  prima  donna. 
"Sucher,"  the  great  "Brunhilde,"  who  ap- 
peared in  the  opera,  sang  for  the  last  time  be- 
fore coming  to  this  country.  It  is  said  that 
although  still  grand,  her  voice  is  growing  old 
and  worn.  Patti  left  Berlin  the  middle  of 
January,  to  go  to  Vienna  where  she  received 
an  ovation  such  as  attended  her  early  appear- 
ance thirty-two  years  ago.  The  public  filled 
the  music  hall  to  overflowing  to  hear  this 
wonderful  singer  who  is  now  in  her  fifty-sec- 
ond year.  This  remarkable  preservation  of  a 
voice  is  unparalelled  in  the  history  of  music. 


Paris  will  have  an  Italian  opera  season  from 
May  15th  to  June  15th  under  the  management 
of  E.  Sonzogno — works  by  Mascagni,  Leon- 
cavalla,  Cippolini  Franchetti  Samara,  Gior- 
dana,  von  Westerhout  and  Gianetti  will  be 
produced  during  this  time. 


Frau  Materna,  who  will  return  to  America 
in  the  spring,  was  presented  with  a  silver 
crown  at  her  farewell  appearance  at  the 
Vienna  Opera  House,  where  she  has  been  the 
most  conspicuous  singer  for  the  last  quarter  of 
a  century. 


Dr.  Wilhelm  Kienzls  opera,  "Der  Evangel- 
ienmann,"  was  for  the  first  time  heard  in  the 
Berlin  Royal  Opera  last  month  and  was  well 
received. 


Carl  Garl  Goldmark  has  finished  a  new  op- 
era, the  text  for  it  is  "Heimchen  am  Herde" 
by  Charles  Dickens. 


"Griseldis"  is  the  title  Massenet's  new  op- 
era, to  which  Armand  Silvestra  wrote  the  lib- 
retto. 


Caroline  Milzner  Hamiton,  prima  donna  of 
The  Bostonians,  was  granted  an  absolute  di- 
vorce from  Charles  Edward  Hamiltion  in  New 
York  on  the  13th  inst. 


Two  prima  donnas  of  the  Metropolitan  Op- 
era Company,  who  live  at  the  St.  James  Hotel, 
New  York,  Emma  Eames  and  Sibyl  Sander- 
son, it  is  said  talk  French  continually,  and  so 
do  each  one  of  the  little  colony  of  their  own 
they  have  brought  with  them.  Each  one  has 
her  own  personal  manager,  and  so  has  Melba 
for  that  matter,  and  a  secretary  as  well. 
Whenever  the  prima  donna  is  to  appear  at  the 
opera  the  hotel  is  in  a  state  of  suppressed  ex- 
citement until  she  finally  gets  to  the  opera 
house.  When  the  hour  arrives  an  animated 
bundle  of  rich  furs  and  laces  rushes  out  with 
innumerable  attendants  preceeding  and  fol- 
lowing her.  Finally  she  is  tucked  away  care- 
fully in  the  carriage  while  the  maids  and  at- 
tendants follow  on  the  next  cable  car. 


F.  W.  Zimmermann,  formerly  of  this  city, 
and  now  in  Chicago,  is  to  be  congratulated. 
All  the  criticisms  on  his  voice  are  eulogistic 
in  the  extreme.  Upon  his  last  appearance  in 
concerto,  the  Gazette  says:  Mr.  F.  W.  Zimmer- 
mann asserted  more  than  ever  his  claims  to  a 
magnificent  tenor  voice.  It  showed  its  full 
metal  in  that  ,  difficult  song,  "Lorely,"  by 
Liszt,  and  none  the  less  so  in  a  beautiful  trio 
of  songs.  His  voice  has  dramatic  quality, 
eveness  and  force.

THE  AMERICAN  CONCERT  BAND. 

We  have  the  pleasure  of  presenting  to 
our  readers  this  month  the  handsome 
portrait  of  Musical  Director  Alfred  Ron- 
covieri. 

Mr.  Roncovieri  has  been  identified 
with  all  the  musical  and  operatic  ven- 


tures that  have  been  a  part  of  San  Fran- 
cisco's festivals  during  the  last  fifteen 
years;  notably  with  such  artists  as  Mes- 
dames  Patti,  Scalchi,  Emma  Nevada 
Gerster,  Signori  Tamagno,  Giannini, 
Del  Puente  and  many  others,  and  last 
but  not  least,  for  four  seasons  under  the 
severe  operatic  training  of  Signor  Arditi 
of  the  Mapleson  Opera  Co. 

Many  years  ago  he  studied  counter- 
part under  Prof.  Gustave  Hinrichs,  but 
has  since  acquiied  that  insight  into  the 
works  of  the  masters  which  no  theoreti- 
cal studying  of  itself  can  give,  but  which 
matures  and  becomes  a  part  of  the  musi- 
cian himself,  only  by  years  of  playing, 
and  practice  in  the  best  orchestras. 

In  personal  appearance  and  manner 
of  conducting  Roncovieri  strongly  re- 
minds one  of  Sousa. 

He  is  a  native  son  of  California  and  be- 
side being  endowed  with  musical  in- 
stinct and  feeling,  he  possesses  that  rare 
faculty  of  personal  magnetism  which  at- 
tracts those  under  him,  and  he  succeeds 
in  leading  the  performers  with  a  rare 
power  that  is  seldom  found  even  in  the 
best  virtuosos. 

He  will  undoubtedly  be  heard  of  in 
the  future  as  one  of  America's  foremost 
directors.  Besides  his  faculty  of  con- 
ducting, he  is  also  a  solo  performer  on 
the  slide  trombone,  and  the  composer  of 
a  number  of  selections. 

Mr.  Alfred  Roncovieri  has  organized 
the  '  American  Concert  Band"  of  100 
selected  musicians  and  will  give  a  series 
of  monster  promenade  concerts  for  five 
weeks  at  the  Mechanic's  Pavillion,  be- 
ginning February  25th,  at  which,  illus- 
trations of  the  subjects  immortalized  in 
music  will  be  thrown  upon  an  immense 
screen  by  means  of  a  powerful  electric 
dissolving  stereopticon.  Mr.  Roncovieri 
is  the  originator  of  these  promenade  con- 
certs with  stereopitcon  effects,  and  he 
hopes  to  make  these  concerts  an  annual 
feature  of  this  city 's  festivities.

DE  KONTSKI  JUBILEE  FESTIVAL. 

The  grand  jubilee  festival  at  the  Auditor- 
ium on  February  21st,  tendered  to  Chevalier 
de  Kontski,  was  a  veritable  triumph  for  this 
splendid  type  of  the  piani  ts  of  an  era  now 
long  past.  With  the  traditions  received  at 
first  hand  from  the  world's  greatest  masters, 
that  large  and  enthusiastic  audience  beheld  an 
octogenarian  exhibiting  the  vigor  of  youth, 
physically  and  mentally  a  phenomenon,  with 
memory  unimpaired,  erect  in  statue,  the  fa- 
vored pupil  of  Beethoven,  do  honor  to  his  mas- 
ter by  an  interpretation  of  his  selections  as  ar- 
tistically and  technically  perfect  as  this  gener- 
ation is  ever  likely  to  see  and  hear.  The  sagac- 
ity of  the  directors  of  the  Metropolitan  Musi- 
cal Society,  in  substituting  this  well  deserved 
festival  to  Chevalier  de  Kontski  for  the  Socie- 
ty's symphony  concert  was  most  commendable, 
and  this  very  auspicious  send-off  must  prove 
very  helpful  in  the  effort  .to  make  their  organi- 
zation a  financial  as  well  as  artistic  success. 
The  program,  however,  was  entirely  too  long 
and  containd  too  much  "filling  in"  of  com- 
monplace selections  and  worse  than  com- 
monplace singers.  The  Overture  "Leonora," 
ever  acceptable,  had  a  much  better  treatment 
than  it  received  when  first  produced  at  the  Aud- 
itorium. The  less  we  say  of  the  "California 
Choral  Society"  and  its  moth-eaten  selections 
the  better.  Apart  from  the  allotments  which 
fell  to  the  Chevalier,  little  of  praise  and  much  of 
condemnation  is  justly  due.  Mr.  Keesing's 
song  was  greatly  applauded.  Now  we  turn  to 
the  real  art  work  of  the  evening.  Apart  from 
the  admirable  orchestral  selecti  ns,  further 
comment  upon  the  singers  we  readily  forego. 

Upon  an  instrument,  the  Sohmer  Grand, 
which  responded  to  the  delicate  requirements 
of  his  poetic  and  expressive  touch,  at  times 
with  voice-like  sweetness  and  again  with  a 
resonance  almost  orchestral,  this  "Grand  Old 
Man  of  the  Piano"  celebrating  his  seventi- 
eth year  as  a  composer,  found  a  congenial 
voice  for  artistic  expression.  The  earnestness 
and  precision  of  his  attacks  in  Weber's  well- 
known  concertstiick  "The  Crusader,"  the 
contrast  of  tone  and  the  singular  clearness  of 
his  pianissimos,  even  amid  heavy  orches- 
tral effects,  and  the  clearness  and  intelligence 
of  his  conception  of  this  masterpiece,  will  long 
be  remembered  by  those  fortunate  enough  to 


have  heard  de  Kontski  on  this  occasion.  "The 
Awakening  of  the  Lion,"  the  composer  hold- 
ing the  baton,  was  most  enthusiastically  re- 
ceived. Speaking  of  enthusiasm,  the  recept- 
ion of  this  extraordinay  type  of  the  old  school 
artists  was  a  genuine  ovation.  With  flowers 
in  hand  and  wreath-encircled,  this  venerable 
musician  and  composer  seemed  the  very  im- 
personation of  an  art-honored  hero.  Such  an 
auspicious  beginning  o  f  the  Metropolitan  Mu- 
sical Society's  proposed  series  of  concerts  de- 
serves the  congratulations  of  all  who  have  at 
heart,  the  cultivation  of  good  music  in  the  city. 


RECITAL  AND  MUSICAL. 

The  recital  and  musical  given  by  Miss  Ma- 
bel Hizjltine  and  Mis;  Ni  1a  Lyon,  Tuesday 
February  5th,  at  Maple  Hall,  was  well  patron- 
ized by  a  large  and  entrmiastic  audi.nze.  The 
first  number,  a  piano  or  rather  a  pounding 
solo,  by  Miss  Frances  Prill,  exhibited  a  case 
in  which  if  there  ever  was  a  necessity  for 
a  "Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Pi- 
anos, "  the  strongest  grounds  existed  for  such 
an  organization  in  this  brutal  assault  upon  the 
elegant  Steinway  Grand  used  or  rather  abused 
on  this  occasion.  Too  much  stress  cannot  be 
laid  upon  the  fact  that  it  is  seemgly  vicious  to 
attack  any  instrument  in  such  a  fierce  and 
reckless  fashion.  This  comment  applies  with 
more  force,  if  possible,  to  the  treatment  of 
Eenj.  Goddard's  selection,  "The  Fantastic 
Cavalier,"  which  was  remarsely  beaten  to 
death.  In  positive  relief  we  come  to  the  pro- 
gram given  in  other  respects  in  a  most  delight- 
ful way.  The  recitations  of  Miss  Haseltine 
were  selected  with  admirable  taste,  well  suited 
to  her  capacity  of  rendering  dramatic  and 
comic  subjects  with  equal  force  and  natural 
effect.  This  gifted  lady  was  enthusiastically 
applauded  and  was  the  recipient  of  many 
beautiful  floral  offerings. 

Miss  Fina  Lyon,  with  a  graceful  and  attrac- 
tive stage  presence,  sang  in  good  voice  the 
pieces  allotted  to  her.  Her  sop.ano  was  light 
and  flexible^ and  seems  with,  careful  training, 
to  have  a  very  promising  future.  With  a  man- 
ly and  dignified  presence,  and  a  baritone, 
rather  inclining  to  basso,  Mr.  C.  L.  Gage  sang 
with  great  expression,  and  to  an  excellent  ac- 
companiment, Pinsuti's  "Queen  of  the  Earth" 
and  this  was  enthusiastically  encored.
